%, hero ere from 27 to 32 gunboats on patrol duty in the Whangpoo River in the 
Shanghad area. About four or five of the gunboats are recent purchases, and 
the rest formerly belonged to the Nationalists and UNRRA, The larger vessels 
ere each armed with six anti-aircraft guas, and the smaller with four anti- 
aircraft guns, two fore and two aft. Usually they are docked between Kao 
Chong Miao and the langhua district when not on patrol duty, Repairs of the 
gunboats are made at the Keo Chong Wharf. 


6. kecording to statistics of the Shanghai customs service, most of the godows 
in Shanghai are enpty. Imports sre usually, immediately after errival, trans- 
salpped to the north by sea to Tientsin and Taku Bar, by river to Hankow and
